scription on which they had previously acted with such aris. 
tocratic insolence,” which fool hardy resolution they carried 
into effect, and then, worse, asse:nled at Masonic Hall, and, 
under the miserable pretence of “ preserving the peace,” pass- 


ed inflammatory resolutions, in compliance with which they | 


sent binds of their emissaries every morning to the Sixth 
Ward polls, with a view, there is reason to believe, of produ- 
cing even more sanguinary occurrences than those which ac- 
tually took place. ‘The conduct of these men plainly shows 
the pernicious influence which their connection with the 
aristocracy, the Rothschilds and the Barings, of monarchical 
Europe, through the means of monied and trading monopo. 
lies, has on our liberties, and clearly evinces the necessity of 
upliolding the President’s measures for breaking up that con. 
nection. 

The following account of the occurrences above alluded to, 
is fromthe Standard. Atthe same time that it is more full 
than the account we have already given, it corroborates that 
account in every essential particular. 


The first act in the mad drama which the opposition have 
played, was 1 resolution to close the stores of the merchants 
during the three days of the election. This act was unprece-. 
dented. During the fiercest contests of former political strug- 
gies, party maduess never dreamed of such a course, and fearful 
forebodings were made by all classes of unprejudiced men, of 
the disastrous consequences that must ensue from dismissing 
from their daily labor, and employing at the polls for no other 
purpose than that of political coercion, thousands of indi- 
viduals dependent for bread on the breath of their employers, 
and cajoled, by promises, or overawed by threats, to vote for 
the candidates supported by their task-inasters. These fore- 
bodings were fearfully realized. 

On the first day, in all the wards except one, there were, 
notwithstanding the warmth with which the election was con- 
tested, few acts that could be construed into a breach of the 
peace ; on the afternoon of thit day a disturbance took place 
near the 6th Ward Poll. It is well known that a large 
number of the inhabitants of that ward are naturalized Irish. 
men, a Class of citizens easily excited, and prompt to revenge 
an msult. An individual of the opposition party had, curing 
the day, opealy offered forty dollars for any [rishman’s vote, 
and had made use of every term of taunt and contumely that 
could provoke aggression from the Jackson democrats as. 
sembled in that vicinity. ‘Towards the close of the afternoon 
ascurrilous and inflammatory paper was read in the hearing 
of the same class of our citizens, in which they and their 
candidates were grossly libelled. The consequence was an 
interchange of hard words, and blows soon followed. The 
struggle was between a few individuals, several of whom 
were slightly injured, and had the matter stopped here, the 
scenes of riot and bloodshed which were en icted during the 
two preceding diys would have been avoided. 

A meeting of the opposition was held the same evening at 
Masonic Hall. Several individuals who had been engaged in 
the Sixth Ward scuffle presented themselves at that meeting, 
the slight personal injuries they had received were magnified, 


position to assemble at Masonic Hall immediately for the pur. 
| pose of attending the Sixth Ward poll. In pursuance of this 
| call, several hundred citizens of the opposition marched in a 
| body from Masonic Hall to the scene of action, and thousands 
of the same party rallied to the same spot, some with canes 
| and bludgeons, and a number with dirks. ‘There was so ue- 
| thing in this high handed attempt to interfere with the exer- 
cise of the elective franchise, calculated to rouse even the 
most quiet and peaceable, and the voters of the Sixth Ward 
| were excited to a high pitch. No disturbance, however, oc. 
curred until the arrival of the ship employed to bring opposi- 
tion voters to the polls. It had been requested by several 
| leading Democrats of the Ward, that this vessel might not be 
brought in the immediate neighborhood of the poll, as its pre- 
sence was calculated to increase the excitement of an aiready 
over excited multitude. ‘The request was unheeded, and the 
ship, drawn by four horses, drove into the middle of the crowd. 
One of the sailors on board the vessel struck an Irishman 
near him with a club, and again a riot, in which the aggres. 
sion was wholly on the part of the opposition, commenced. 
A number of individuals were seriously injured. ‘There was 
a large body of Police on the ground, and several persons 
taken into custcdy. Quiet was again restored, and during 
the day there was no more disturbance. It is nota slight 
circuinstance, that many of those who had come to the Sixth 
Ward pol! for the avowed purpose of preserving the public 
peace, were engaged in the thick of the fight, employing the 
peaceful weapons they had brought with them, most lustily. 
They sought to give the color and the sanction of law to their 
deed of violence, and under the name of a deputised body of 
Police, they were guilty of breaches of the peace, such as at 
any other time would have made them amenable at a criminal 
tribunal. The second day passed by without further commo' ion. 
On the inorning of the third day, a disturbance took place 
more serious, more dangerous to the lives of our citizens, and 
more disgraceful to the character of those engaged in it, than 
ever before occurred in the annals of our city. As the ship of 
the opposition was passing in front of Masonic Hall, a few 
boys raised a shout in favor of Lawrence. An inhabitant of 
the 6th ward, an Irishman, who was in front of the Masonic 
Hall, was attacked and severely bruised. Afier managing 
to escape from the scuiile, he ran immediately to Duane street 
and called on his friends in that street to defend him from 
further violence. Several hundreds were immediately on the 
spet, anda fight ensued. ‘The persons who were in possession 
of Masonic Hall, and filled the steps of that building, so:ne of 
whom had made this brutal assault on an unoffending man, 
were armed with clubs. The same weapons were in the 
hinds of many of the individuals from the 6th Ward, and a 
fight ensued in which hundreds were engaged. Bricks and 
other dangerous missiles were thrown from the windows of 
the HII, upon those below, and were also thrown by those in 
the street at the transparencies—one of which was slightly 
injured. The battle increased, and raged for some minutes 
with great violence. Intelligence of thé fray was promptly 
communicated tothe Mayor, who ordered out the watchmen 
of the various districts to quell the disturbance. Unfortu. 
nately they neglected to dress themselves im their usual 
exuipments, and when mingled with the immense crowd, 
their objects were mistaken by the contending parties, and 
many of thein were severely wounded. While this affiir was 
going on in front of Masonic Hall. a large number ot indivi- 
duals of the opposition party rushed to the arsenal, fureed the 
gate, tore off the door of the armory, and armed themselves 
with muskets, which they loaded with all cartridges. They 
were followed by a numerous body of citizens, who also arm. 
ed, and formed theinselves into a guard for the protection of 
the arsenal.

The Mayor shortly arrived and addressed the armed body, | 


and the thousands of citifens whd@ Werd assembled withéut 
the walls. The arms were feturned to their place of deposite, 
and quiet was again restored. A body of troops were soon 
after ordered out to preserve the Arsenal, the multitude dis 
persed, and no further scenes of riot or disorder took piace. 
The alarm had by this time reached every quarter of the city, 
and though the immediate disturbance was quelled, the ex. 
citement which had become general had reached a fearful 
height. It was anticipated that further disturbances would 
take place in the afternoon and evening, and the civil autho. 
rities called upon the soldiery to be in readiness. ‘The troops 
which had been stationed at the Arsenal yard, remained at 
their post, and in the evening a body of four or five compa- 
nies of infantry were stationed at the Exchange, and remained 
there till daylight. It was feared by the Police that the 
evening would not pass by without scenes of violence and 
tumult, and every measure was devised by which the peace of 
the city and the protection of its inhabitants might be pre- 
serve. 

Here, as far as we havebeen able to learn, ended the com. 
motion and uproar which characterised the three days of the 
election. 

Since writing the above, our reporter has obtained the fol- 
lowing names of persons wounded in the affair, front of Ma. 
sonic Ha’): 

Captain Stewart of the first watch district, badly cut on 
the left side of the head ; Captain Munson, of the same district, 
shockingly injured—all his ribs broken, and his left arm frac- 
tured in two places—his skull horribly fractured, and his face 
much cut; Captain Seaman, of the second watch district, 
cut in the head; a watchman named Styles, mortally wound. 
ed; Col. Fleet, assistant to Captain Munson, severely hurt ; 
Captain Stagg, of the third watch district, much hurt ; 
Messrs. Otterwell, Sinclair, Blunt, and ten or fifieen watch. 
men wounded ; besides Messrs. Joseph L. Hays, Hantington, 
Dunshee, Police officers ; and Messrs. Walsh and Somerin- 
dyke, constables. 





Among the atrocities committed by the infuriated partisans of the Bank 
yesterday, was the following. Burney Scannel, living at No. 10 Centre 
Street, was standing, about 8 o’clock last evening, onthe pavement oposite 
Masonic Hal!, looking in the direction of that building, when he heard the 
report of a pistol or musket from the Hall, and immediately found himself 
wounded in several places. Scanne!, as we are informed, was standing 
peaceably in the street, neither provoking nor expecting violence, when the 
bloody outrage was committed. The following statement has been hand- 
ed us: 

We, Thomas McGlaughlin and John McGuire, have brought B. Scannel 
before Dr. Sweeney, Pearl street, and have viewed his wounds, and find 
that he has received three wounds, one in the thigh, two inches deep. and 
two on the right shoulder, and that a ball has heen extracted by said Dr. 
Sweeney, in the house of William White, corner of Centre and Pearl 
streets. Mr. Scannel states. that.these shots came from Masonic Hall, and 
said Scainme! is still suffering from their effects. 

James McKee, who lives at 111 Anthony street, in the Sixth Ward, was 
passing peaceably along Broadway, about 12 o'clock yesterday, when he 
Was set upon by one Mabbitt, who-struck him in the face. One Harring- 
ton, a butcher, notorious for his violence, then fell upon him, and, aided 
by a number others, attempted to fell him to the earth. Some of the Jack- 
son party then interfered and liberated McKee, who otherwise would pro 
bably have been murdered. 


It is the remark of every strictly impartial man we have conversed with, 
that the adopted citizens of the sixth ward conducted themselves through 
qut the late disturbance with remarkable forbearance. They have been 
most shamefully maligned. Let them continue to act with moderation 
and forbearance. and all will be rightin a very short time. The force of 
truth will certainly prevail over the efforts of calumny and falsehood. 


Jt should be borne in mind:that no riots or disorders of any kind worth 


nating occurred in any ward, except that one where the Bank party turned | 


out, in marshalled array, ‘‘ to keep order.”’"—Evening Post. 








THE MEDICAL MONOPOLY. 

2c Tue Frienpry Boranic Society in the city of New- 
York, met in stated meeting, at the house of Dr. P. EF. 
Sweet on the evening of the 7th April, 1834; and, having de- 
termined to take into consideration an act lately passed by the 
Legislature of the State of New York, now in session, relative 
to. the practice of Medicine, revoking eertain amendments 
passed in 1830—adopted the following preamble and resolu- 
tions on the subject :— 


Whereas, it has been made known to us that the members of | 


the Medical Faculty of the State of New York, have lately pe- 
titioned for, and obtained the passage of an act making it 
penal (by fine and imprisonment) for any person to practice 
medicine and charge for the same, or even to recover pay for 
medicines sold asa physician, unless he isof their order, and 
furnished with a commission and authority from themselves— 
thereby abolishing the act passed in the year 1830, granting 
permission to any Botanic Physicians that chose to practice 
‘ with roots, barks and herbs, the growth and produce of the 
United States,” without other penalty than is necessary to 
punish for mal-practice. And whereas, we, the members of the

As citizens of the United States, entitled to 
high and enviable privilege—as children of fathers that suffered, 
bled and died, to purchase and secure for us a right to the be- 
nefit of liberty and equally operating laws, we are compelled 
to struggle, manfully, in self-defence—and, thus, present to 
our friends and the whole Republican community a view of 
our and their grievances and wrongs, claiming their co-opera- 
tion with us--for, they are all restricted and injuriously af- 
fected by this monopoly of their right of choice, declaring it 
to be our positive determination to resist, tothe utmost of our 
abilities, this assault upon our dear-bought rights and privi- 
leges of “‘life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,” hoping, 
that we shall not be disappointed in our efforts to regain and 
enjoy whatis sodear tous as men and freemen. Confident 
of the justness of our cause, and in the prond assurance of 
rights guaranteed to us by our forefathers in the invaluable 
constitution of our beloved nation, to which we are sincerely 
attached; for, some of us as physicians, a:e deprived of the 
right to demand a remuneration for benefits and property ren- 
de.ed, no matter how great the good done, nor how pure and 
praiseworthy the mofive ofthe physician to whose effurts and 
medicines the credit of the cure is justly attributable. A large 
majority of us are private citizens, and are deprived of the op- 
portunity, (no matter how well assured of receiving superior 
benefit from their prescriptions and medicines) of calling on 
such physicians as we prefer, that we may have health restored 
to us when suffering from the inroads of disease, because said 
physicians are punishable for demanding and receiving com~ 
pensation for the use of their medicines and ski): medicines 
and skill too, which, if estimated by their geod results, do, in. 
our humble opinion, far surpass all that are recommended and 
shown by their oppressors. We are, thus, forcibly reduced 
to a state of vassalage, by men, to whose medical dogmas we 
cannot subscribe ; in whose boasted skill we have no conf 
dence; and, for whose poisons, (as the hydra-headed genera- 
tors of disease) we feel the most unmixed alarm and abhor- 
rence. As fellow-citizens of the state of New York, and en- 
titled to equal privileges with any others, as such, we feel our- 
selves unwarrantably trampled and imposcd upon by a combi- 
nation of monopolists, whose real rights we have never in-. 
support and success we have 

Resolved, That we will resist by all the means which become 
the free-born offspring of the high-souled asserters of the inde 
pendence of our nation, all attempts at coercing us to be the 
debased slaves of any whose object is to have {the undisputed 
control of our lives and property. 

Resolved, That the several members of the Friendly Botanic. 
Society in the State of New York, be earnestly invited to join 
with us in sending Delegates to a State Convention, to meet 
for the purpose of rousing the people to struggle for the resto- 
ration of their lost rights—and, it is recommended that said 
Convention meet in the town of Clinton, near Utica, on the 
first Monday in September next. 

Resolved, That the Working Man’s Advocate, in the city of 
New York, the Botanic Watchman, in Albany, and all the other 
papers in the State friendly to equal rights and equal laws, be, 
and they are hereby respectfully requested to give these pro- 
ceedings an insertion. J 

Resolved, That we respectfully ask the cooperation and aid 
of all to whom freedom of choice and action is a boon worth 
contending for. :
